consider them a good risk. He said almost

One item stressed in the resolution put 
before the state House of Representatives 
was the lack of rural telephone service. 
There is no doubt about it, phones in the 
rural areas of Coffee County are scarce— 
they numbered only 100 in the 1950 census. 
But from a business point of view there is 
a good reason for the scarcity. It takes 
poles and wire to string a line into the coun 
try. Both, along with labor involved, are 
expensive. : 

Unless the families wanting rural tele- 
phone service pay a large part of the in- 
stallation costs, the telehpone company 
would receive a ridiculously low return on 
its investment. It would be unfair to city 
patrons to add the expense of installing and 
maintaining rural lines to their bills. Urban 
users whould then be subsidizing farm tele- 
phone service. 

While United Telehpone and Telegraph 
Company probably has its shortcomings, it

Locally, for example, it seems unfair that a 
small business such as The Clipper should 
be required to have two meters for electri- 
cal current. But that’s the “rule.” Until a 
consumer gets his power demand up to a 
certain number of kilowatt hours, a sep- 
arate meter is required for lights and small 
motors and another for the 220 current that 
powers larger motors,

more kwh used, the cheaper they are per 
unit. Since this “rule” seems unfair, where 
can it be appealed? There is no elected of- 
ficial responsible and municipal utilities do 
not come under regulations of the Public 
Service Commission. Unless a man wants 
to spend a good deal of his own time and 
money, he has no easily accessible court of 
appeals against a government-owned utility. 

While some persons brobably have 
honafide complaints about telephone ser- 
vice, they have a place to make them and 
elected officials to look after the public’s 
interest. We hope we never see the day 
when the federal, state or municipal goy- 
ernments step into the telehpone and tele- 
graph business. It might not be perfect 
now but it would certainly be a lot worse 

en. 


region was in the neighborhood of $500 per 
year. It was about the lowest in the nation. 

Today, with all the improvements and 
progress, per capita income is still the low- 
est in the nation. Recent government sta- 
tistics pointed out that Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Alabama and Mississippi show the low- 
est employment gains of all the states. True 
they gained, but percentage wise the gains 
‘were not as great as the rest. of the country. 
A Dun and Bradstreet report lists per cap- 
ita income for these states at $1070, the 
lowest for any region in the United States. 

In relation to the rest of the nation, 
this region is still the poorest. That is noth- 
ing to be satisfied about.
